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THE ARMENIAN MANUSCRIPTS 
ILLUMINATED BY MESROP ХІ? АМСЧ 
FROM THE MATENADARAN COLLECTION*

This article presents a catalogue of the manuscripts from the 
Matenadaran — Mesrop Mashtots Institute of Ancient Manuscripts 
repository (Yerevan) written and illuminated by the scribe and 
miniaturist Mesrop Xizanc‘l, an outstanding though not yet widely 
appreciated artist of the first half of the 17th century active in New 
Julfa (Isfahan). 

As a result of seven years of investigation, I have identified forty- 
five manuscripts of this master among fifteen collections housed in 
the eleven countries:! the Monastic Libraries of the Congregation 
of Mekhitarists (Vienna, Venice), the British Library (London), the 
Bodleian Library (Oxford), the Chester Beatty Library (Dublin), 
the Staatsbibliothek - Preussischer Kulturbesitz (Berlin), the J. Paul 
Getty Museum (Los-Angeles), the Institute of Oriental Studies of 
the Russian Academy of Sciences (St. Petersburg), the Institute of 
Manuscripts of the Georgian Academy of Sciences (Tbilisi), the 
Monastic Library of the Holy Ejmiajin (Vatargapat), the Church 
of the Holy Forty Martyrs (Aleppo), the Monastery of the Holy 
Saviour (Isfahan), the Armenian Patriarchate Library of the Mon- 
astery of St. James (Jerusalem), the private collection of H. Marti- 
kian (San Francisco), and finally an anonymous private collection 
(London?). 

Fight Gospels and a codex “History of the Great World Con- 
queror, Alexander of Macedon" illustrated by Mesrop are located 
in the Matenadaran. The general catalogues of the Matenadaran 
included exact data for only six manuscripts which were embel- 
lished, written and repaired by Mesrop Xizanc' (Gospels nn» 222,

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294, 3598, 6320, 6437 and 6785). Apart from these six known 
Gospels, I have also found three new manuscripts executed by Xi- 
2апс4 in 1604, 1635 and 1649 (Gospel n° 6093, Romance of Alex- 
ander the Great n° 3387 and Gospel n° 10877). 

Through a comparison of the information published in avail- 
able catalogues with the original manuscripts, I have been able to 
supply new data concerning these codices and compose a cata- 
logue that contains detailed information of the MSS illuminated 
by Mesrop.* As it is not possible to present detailed description of 
all nine manuscripts, I have chosen four of the more interesting 
examples that are representative of Mesrop Xizanc'i's and his dis- 
ciples’ style of miniature painting (Gospels nn» 3598, 6437, 6320 
and 294).5 

My catalogue consists of eleven major sections:

I have described the manuscripts in full detail according to the 
following criteria: library code, date, place of writing and scripto- 
ria, material, format and dimensions, quantity of folios, columns 
and lines (with dimensions), quires, script, flyleaves, data of manu-

? Two Gospels (nn? 6093 and 6785) were created by master Martiros in Xizan 
(Vaspurakan) in 1604 and 1607 with the assistance of his student Mesrop. The Gospel n? 
222, a 13th-century codex, was only restored and rebound by Mesrop in 1629. Concerning 
the rest, I have decided to treat nn? 3387 and 10877 separately as they deserve special at- 
tention. 
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script binding, seal(s), data for filigree (watermark), condition of 
both codex itself and painting; list of illuminations in such order as 
they appear in the manuscript (for example, Canon tables, Letter 
of Eusebius to Carpianus, narrative or full-page miniatures of the 
life of Jesus Christ, representations of the Evangelists, marginalia, 
initials, rubrics, colours), and finally principal colophons and late 
inscriptions. 

The iconography of the narrative miniatures, the Letter of Eu- 
sebius to Carpianus, the Canon tables, the four Evangelists’ por- 
traits and the remainder of illuminations are typical of the schools 
of miniature painting of Xizan and New Julfa of the 17th century. 
The narrative miniatures, the representation of the four Evangel- 
ists, title pages and marginalia include different ornamental motifs, 
which I have classified according to the following patterns: double 
frames, French and Greek frets, botanical quatrefoils, imbrication 
(fish scales), beads, stars, branching-scroll, nebuly, arcades (inter- 
laced), copings, architectural elements (demi-palmettes and ro- 
settes), arches (lancet, cinquefoil, multifoil, ogee, post and intel), 
plait (curvilinear), scalloped lines, powdered, zigzags, strapworks 
and knots, geometrical patterns, arabesques, trefoils, corner pieces, 
floriated and ornithomorphic. The Canon tables are divided into 
2-4 columns with bases and capitals, frets, botanical motifs, orni- 
thomorphic and geometrical patterns.® 

For ease of reading, I have resolved all abbreviations and en- 
closed the intervening material in bracket [...]. The following 
symbols have been used in the text: 

e || indicates a change in page the manuscript. The page 
number on which the text continues is enclosed in parenthesis fol- 
lowing the | | sign. 

e < > indicates a repetition of a word. 

e (?) indicates a supposition or insufficient information.

A change in the font. (UfhnéGpénf) indicates an error made 
by the scribes. I have chosen not to correct any scribal errors, but 
bring them to the reader's attention. Under the heading, “Quires” 
(see Description), the number indicates the quire number whereas 
the superscript indicates the number of folios in the quire, e.g. 29

DESCRIPTION 

Material: paper (Oriental and Russian). Format: 8°. Dimen- 
sions: 16,4/8x13 cm.

Flyleaves: one modern 
paper is found at the beginning of the MS. Binding: brown leather 
over boards (wood); blind ornamental stamping (barbed rosettes 
and botanical motifs) is found on both sides of each cover and 
spine (rosettes). Modern paper is glued to the inside surfaces of the 
boards. Seals: a) black and square are found on flyleaf, ff. 8r, 169r, 
266r and 340v; inscription: «Ownwy Oukihnh fo'ouuintquu G>; b) 
black and octagon (1х1 cm) are found on flyleaf and f.

CONDITION 

Satisfactory. Thick paper is partially dirty. The MS has been re- 
stored (the upper margins of folios were cut off, approximately 5 
mm). Lacunae: the narrative miniatures, the Canon tables (VI-X) 
the Preface and Capita to the Gospel of Matthew are lost; the 
portrait of St. Matthew are cut off. Binding is in good condition; 
the corners and edges have been scored from rubbing. Painting 1s 
dirty and damaged by moisture. Pigment layer in the representa-

Colours: the Letter of Eusebius to Carpianus, the Canon tables, 
the representation of the three Evangelists and title pages are in 
white, cadmium yellow medium, cochineal, cadmium red me- 
dium, light ochre, ivory black, cobalt blue light, viridian, violet; 
the marginalia are in red, cochineal, cadmium orange (outlines), 
olive green and gold in powder; the initials and rubrics аге in 
cadmium red medium, cochineal, olive green and ochre; two rows 
of capitals are in cochineal and olive green.
